PROPOSED ADDITION TO 
HIGH SCHOOL WOULD COST 
$400,000 
The High Schoof Building Com- 
mittee is proposing, under Art 
icle 18, of the Town Warrant, 
at the Town Yeeting tonight, to 
make an addition to the High 
School which would involve 18 
rooms, @n addition to the cafe 
teria, and an additional shop- 
room, for boys in the Junior 

High School level. 

Basing their estimate on $1 
a cubic foot, Sturgis Associa- 
tes, the architects have comp- 
uted the cost to $400,000. 

The Adams Street wing would 
be extended on both levels, to 
provide the additional 18 
class rooms, plus toilet fac- 
ilities on both floors for pu- 
pils and teachers. 

The cafeteria would be en- 
lar ged by adding a glass-wall- 
ed section adjacent to the 
parking lot behind the Roman 
House. This section would con- 
nect the two present cafeter- 
ias. The architects have told 
the Building Committee that a 
glass wall would be cheaper 
than a brick wall, and provide 
more comfort to the children, 

The shop, to be added to the 
present shop area, on the 
northe®st comer of the build 
ing, would be for the use of 
boys in the 7th and 8th grade 

The present covered porch, at 
the entrance to the lobby, in 
the rear of the Roman House 
would be enlarged so that a 
person could w®lk from the 
new shop to the cafeteria 
and still remain covered from 


inclement weather, 
About 600 pupils would be 
accomodated by the proposed 
addi tions. « 
A spokesman for the commit- 
tee has pointed out that the 
cost will be very reasonable. 
All the public utilities have 
already been installed in the 
building, and it is merely a 
question of extending them,he 
pointed out, and the present 
boiler capacity and sewerage 
system is capable of handling 
the addition. In addition the 
same architects are being re- 
tained, and they are charging 
but 6% instead of the custom- 
ary 8 or 10%,

TOW MEETING TONIGIT 
Twenty Articles are to be considered in the Special 
Town Meeting tonight, in the Herbert C Barrows Auditor 
ium. Without taking sides on controversial issues we 
are attempting.to present some of the issues in the Var 
ious articles. 


ARTICLE 1.°The Selectmen are asking that the town vote 
approval of finishing Chandler Road, Kelley Road ‘and 
Meadow Lane, with money which has been given to the 
town for this purpose. About $14,800 came to the tom 
out of the proceeds of the $200 million Highway Bond 
issue voted by the Legislature for new highways, $15 
million of which was to be given to the various cities 
end towns.’A feature of this is that the money cannot 
be used on streets which have the "betterment" act ap- 
plicable.’ These three streets are among the 15 which 
the Town Meeting exempted from the Betterment Act, sev- 
eral years agp.’ All three have already been accepted by 
the town.’ Chandler Road and Kelley Road are off Adams 
Street, while Meadow Lane is a part of Suncrest Acres. 
ARTICLE 2 is a proposal to allow Sunday Bowling after 
1 pm in Wilmington, presumably for the bowling alleys 
in the southem part of town. 
ARTICLE 3.°Proposed by the Selectmen, at the request of 
the Highway and Police Departments, that the Town adopt 
the "Towing Lay", so that cars can be towed away, if 
Nes block plowing and sanding operations, during the 
nter.’ 
ARTICLES 4, 5, 6 & 7.’Probably the most difficult thing 
for many of the residents of Wilmington to understand, 
in its entirety, is the proposal for sewerage in this 
town, which is now coming up for a final decisive vote. 
There has been to date, no explanation of the problems 
involved. °

"by the Wilmington Planning Tbard have estimated that by 

1980 the town's population will have increased to 
26,000, most of whom will have already settled in town 
by 1965.° They base their estimate on the impact of 
Route 38, and other items.” 

If our town has a population of this size it will have 
to provide adequate schooling, and our TM believes that 
we will spend 7 to 10 millions for 9 to 10 more elemen- 
tary schools, 3 intermediate schools and an addition 
to the high schol. 

This would mean an increase in our bonded indebtedness 
by about 3007%.°Our present debt is in the neighborhood 
of 2 millions.’ If we have to increase our indebtedness 
we should have an increased valuation, in the same pro- 
portion, to avoid paying excessive interest rates, or, 
for that matter, to even be able to issue the bonds.” 

By and large we waud not get this increase in valua- 
tion from the housing for 26,000 people.* The increase 


This does not take into account the increased operat- 
ing costs for the schools, which would probably be a- 
round $6,000 per classroom per year, for each new class 
room at the present rates. 

Tn other words this town mist have industrial develop- 
ment if the tax rates are not to gp entirely beyond our 
ability to pay.’ 

The availability of sewerage is the one glaring re- 
quirement for industrial development which Wilmington 
does not possess at this time. We have good zoning 
laws. We have good industrial land.’ We are shortly to 
have a good access highway (Route 28), but we cannot 
offer sewerage, and unless we can we will find our- 
selves in an increasingly more difficult position. 

The Advantages 

The advantages of voting for sewerage at this time are 
three? 

(a) We are in a peculiarly fortunate position at this 
time, in relation to the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion. This position is due to be lost, under present 
indications, within a fewmmths. + 

(b) The proposed arrangement with AVOD will provide an 
opportunity to share the cost of a basic trunk line and 
its auxiliary features, which would otherwise have to 
be borne by the town alone. 

(c) We face increasing competition from contiguous 
towns, in the battle for attracting desirable industry; 
competition daily grows fiercer as every comunity in 
the commonwealth turns to industrial development as the 
only effective means of relieving its growing tax bur- 
den. 

Let us look at (a). In 19% the Legislature passed an 
act (Chapter 399) which permits Wilmington to join the 
MDC for sewerage purposes, the only necessary action 
being a vote of the town, in Town Meeting, to accept 
this act. 

The act is peculiarly advantageous to the town.’ During 
| the last several years there has been a considerable 
agitation on the part of Representatives in the State 
Legislature from the larger cities in the MDC to change 
the provisims for admission of new towns into the sew 
erage district.’ These Legislators would increase the 
costs for the new towns, and in effect charge any new 
towns the full actual cost of joining the MDC.- At the 
present time (and in Chapter 399 of the Acts of 19M) 
the costs are shared by the various towns and cities in 
the “DC according to their 1945 valuatims, of which we 
spoke last week.’ This is the only-instance we know of 
where the 1945 formila will be of distinct benefit to 
the town, a benefit that will not last long as a spe- 
cial comission is now drawing up new rules for admis- 
*sion to the “DC, to be applicable to those towns which 
have not yet joined, and in which it may be presumed, 
they will pay a far greater proportim of the costs. : In 
our own case this waild mean that Wilmington would be 
expected to pay directly a substantial part of the 
$1,500,000 cost to the “DC for connecting into Wilming- 
ton, which we would not have, to pay under the 1954 act 
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necessary will have to come from indistrial development.

distance. After some time it 
was.broken, replaced, broken 
again. and finally withdrawn 
from service. 

Now this year the Water De- 
partment tried again. A new 
‘bubbler’ was installed be- 
hind the backstop, to the ball 
field. The cost of installa- 
tion was $25. 

It lasted just a few weeks. 
Saturday night somebody, (and 
apparantly it was a group of 
Somebodies) twisted the bub- 
bler until it came off.

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before alluded to. 

In addition, another factor of importance mist be con- 
sidered. The State Department of Public Health, in 
1953, informed the Legislature that it would not ap- 
prove an independent sewerage treatment system within 
the Town of Wilmington. Wilmington's drainage is into 
the Ipswich River, and from this river the cities of 
Peabody, Salem, Lynn and Beverly draw their water. In 
other words, Wilmington has to have “DC sewerage, or 
none at all, and must decide whether it will take it 
now, under the favorable terms of Chapter 599, or under 
the terms to be decided by the Special Commission of 
the Legislature in the near future. 


As for (b), the proposed arrangement with AVCO, ™ 
Courtney has negotiated proposed agreements with AVOO, 
the MDC and the City of Woburn which, by allowing the 
inmediate use of’ Woburn Sewerage, pending the MDC con- 
nection, provide in effect that AVOD will share a sub- 
stantial portion of the costs of providing initial sew 
erage in the Woburn street area, designed to serve the 
entire tow. ‘ 

In these agreements, a permanent trunk line would be 
laid on Woburn Street, connecting AVO) to the City of 
Woburn sewerage system at the Wilmington-Woburn line. 
The necessary pumping and retention facilities are in- 
cluded in this agreement. The trunk line, while just 
serving AVCO at first, will eventually be the main 
trunk line for the tow of Wilmington. 

The cost of the project is estimated at $180,000. AVC) 
has:agreed to construct the pumping and retentiam fa- 
cilities, reducing the constructim cost of the pro- 
posal to $110,000. This will have to be raised by the 
town, in a proposed bond issue. 

AVOD has further agreed to pay the principal and inter 
est on this bond issue until the “DC has made its per— 
manent connection with Wilmington into do ars and 
cents; this amounts to_about $26,000 which Wilmington 
will not have to pay. In effect this means that there 
will be no direct charges to the taxpayer for this con- 
struction for three years. 

Moreover, AVO) will pay, after the MDC conriection has 
been made, whatever sewer rental charge is established 
by the town, at some later date, either in Tom Meeting 
or by a commission to which the responsibility would be 
delegated. Tt would pay at least for the future inter— 
est on this bond issue. AVC) will also pay whatever 
charges are levied by the City of Woburn, for the use 
of their sewer, for the duration of the agreement. This 
amounts to a minimum of $2000 a year. Finally AVC) has 
agreed to operate and maintain the pumping station to 
be constructed under this agreement. 

The net effect is that substantially more than half of 
the total cost of providing the original facilities 
will be bore by AVO). 

AV@ could, of course, construct on its own land suf- 
ficient sewerage facilities for its own use. This would 
eliminate it as a customer for the town sewerage sys- 
tem. It would also tie up, for sewerage purposes the 
several acres of AV) land, on which they could never 
erect. any buildings for which we would never collect 
taxes. It could also just propose to lay a line on Wo- 
burn Street just sufficient for its own needs, which 
would be useless to the town when constructing our own 
trunk line. This would only be a waste of money, for 
such a small line, if it were constructed, would then 
have to be abandoned. 

Competitive Position 

45% of this town consists of either swamp or ledge. 
Without sewerage this land has no attractive ‘features 
to industry. With sewerage there would be plenty of at- 
tractive features particularly in view of the new Route 
28. We have fine zoning laws, which have been called 
™lodel" laws. We have other features which are very at- 
tractive, but these cannot compensate for swamps and 
ledge, as far as sewerage is concemed. 

Other towns and cities of this Commonweal th” are in the 
business of attracting industry. They can, or will be 
able to in the near future, offer new highways, compar— 
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T 
able to Route 28. They can adopt Zoning Laws end long 


range planning similar to Wilmington's. Many have al- 
ready done so. 

But, of the towns and cities outside of Metrbpolitan 
Boston very few can offer sewerage, including Wilming- 
ton as of this moment. 

The proposed sewerage would, without doubt, attract 
desirable industries which we would not otherwise get. 

The Effect on Taxes 

Because the principal “DC charges would not be asses- 
sed until the connection is made, some three years from 
now, and where AVOD has assumed the fill cost of matur— 
ing principal and interest, and the City of Woburn 
charges during this period, there will be no measure— 
able effect on the local property tax in this town for 
the first three years. After that the principal on the 
bonds, about $5500 a year, would be a town responsibil- 
ity, but this and the MDC charges could be largely off- 
set by sewer rental charges, charged in a manner simi- 
lar to our current water rates, which pay for the oper 
ation of the Water Department. 

Looking into the far future, the probability for Fed- 
eral aid for trunk line extensims looks like a good 
possibility, in view of the grant already received by 
the town for the purpose of justifying such assistance. 

Wilmington received $20, for this pu se, under 
the provisions of Title 702 of the Federal ising Act, 
and if Congress should vote Federal assistance the stu- 
dy to be made with the £29,000 would presumably este- 
blish Wilmington's eligibility therefore. 

If Congress does not vote such Federal Aid, any future 
extensions of the trunk line would presumably be finan- 
ced by bond issues voted by the town. The control would 
be in the hands of the Town Meeting. 

Local service lines, to any street could be handled 
under. the Betterment Assessments, if the Town Meeting 
so votes.’ No street would have sewerage under this sys- 
tem unless it requested it, and then the inhabitants of 
the street would be expected to bear the cost. 

If new developments are made, in Wilmington, within 
range of the trunk line, they might be required to in- 
stall sewer lines in their new streets, as water mains 
are required today, at no cost to the town. 

The Board of Selectmen, and. the Finance Committee have 
both endorsed these proposals. It is now a question for 
the Town Meeting to settle. 

The ™ is asking for $2100, to be transfer 
red fron the Road Machinery Find, for a new body sprea- 
der to be mounted on one of the older trucks of the 
llighway Department. ° We now have one in operation which, 
the TM reports, has proved its value, both for sanding 
streets in the winter, and for spreading pea stone on 
freshly tarred streets, some of which can now be seen 
on the streets of Wilmington.

Further anticipated shortages are 
being obviated, for the next few years, it would seem, 
by the proposed addition to the High School. 

The Finance Committee, we understand, has voted "no 
action". 

ARTICLE 19 is a Selectmen's Article, which would 
change the zoning of the gravel pit area in North Wil- 
mington, near the North Reading line, to industrial 
zone.

TW) FAMILIES TO PE EVICTED 
FREM HOUSING PROJECT 

Two families, who find them- 
selves in the strange position 
of earning too much money are 
to be evicted from the homes 
they occupy, in the Wilmington 
Housing Authority property, 
low-rent housing for veterans, 
on Wildwood Street, according 
to William F (Agreeable) Smith 
Chairman of the Authority. 

Veterans who earn $3900 or 
less, and have two or less 
children, or veterans with an- 
nual earnings of not more than 
$4300 who have three or more 
children are eligible for the 
Public Housing. 

Smith states that in one case 
one of the veterans is now 
earning $6,000 a year. He did 
not state what the other vet- 
eran was eaming, but indicat- 
ed that it was more than the 
maximum allowed. 

The two families had been re- 
quested to take up the problem 
with the WA, Smith has report 
ed, and they did not. They 
were then served Court Notices 
but did not appear in court, 
and were thus automatically de 
faul ted. 

Two other families, who are 
reported to be earning over 
the maximum did discuss their 
problem with the WHA and have 
been granted temmrary rights 
to continue living in their 
homes. One family has acquired 
a home e) sewhere in Wilmington 
and will be moving into it 
shortly. The other will be 
moving to another state on 
September 15th. 

There are at the present time 
13 veterans, with families,.on 
the ‘waiting list’ for homes 
in the WHA project.
